rOOUHHHTS AKMISTH E DAY SPEECH 


PRESIDENT C o o l id g e ’s Armistice Day speech delivered at 
Washinfrton carries much food for thought. 
He replies to critics 
of the United States and defends the course America has taken 
and is taking. 
He said in part: “We meet to give thanks for ten more years 
of peace. 
We are able to participate in this celebration because 
our country had the resources, the character and the spirit to 
raise, equip and support with adequate supplies an Army and a 
Navy, which, by placing more than 2,000,000 men on the battle­ 
fields of Europe, contributed to the making of the Armistice on 
the eleventh day of November, 1918. 
“As we study the record of our Army in France1, we become 
more and more impressed by three outstanding features. 
The 
unity of the American forces and the integrity of the American 
command were always preserved. 
In the final treaty of peace, not only was the map of Europe 
remade, but the enormous colonial possessions of Germany were 
divided up among certain allied nations. 
Such private property 
of her nationals as they held was applied to the claim for repara­ 
tions. We neither sought nor took any of the former German pos­ 
sessions. 
We have provided by law for returning the private 
property of her nationals. 
“Yet our own outlay has been and was to continue to be a 
perfectly enormous sum. 
It is sometimes represented that this 
country made a profit out of the war. 
Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Up to the present time our own net w ar costs, af­ 
ter allowing for our foreign debt expectations, are about $36,500,- 
000,000. 
To retire the balance of our public debt will require 
about $7,000,000,000 in interest. 
Our Veterans’ Bureau and al­ 
lied expenses are already running at over $500,000,000 a year in 
meeting the solemn duty to the disabled and dependent. 
With 
what has been paid out and what is already apparent it is probable 
that our final cost will run well toward $100,000,000,000 or half 
the entire wealth of the country when we entered the conflict. 
“Whatever may be thought or said of us, we know and every 
informed person should know that we reaped no selfish benefit 
from the war. No citizen of the United States needs to make any 
apology to anybody anywhere for not having done our duty in de­ 
fense of the cause of world liberty. 
“The eternal questions before the nations are how to prevent 
war and how to defend themselves if it comes. 
There are those 
who see no answer, except military preparation. But this remedy 
has never proved sufficient. We do not know of any nation which 
has ever been able to provide arms enough so as always to be at 
peace. 
Fifteen years ago the most thoroughly equipped people of 
Europe were Germany and France. We saw what happened. 
“We do not need a large land force. The present size of our 
Regular Army is entirely adequate, but it should continue to be 
supplemented by a National Guard and reserves, and especially 
with the equipment and organization in our industries for fur­ 
nishing supplies. 
“When we turn to the sea the situation is different. We have 
not only a long coast line, distant outlying possessions, a foreign 
commerce unsurpassed in importance, and foreign investments 
unsurpassed in amount, the number of our people and value of our 
treasure to lie protected, but we are also bound by international 
treaty to defend the Panama canal. Having few fueling stations, 
we require ships of large tonnage, and having scarcely any mer­ 
chant vessels capable of mounting five or six-inch guns, it is ob­ 
vious that, based on needs, we are entitled to a larger number of 
warships than a nation having these advantages. 
“For the cause of peace the United States is adopting tile 
only practical principles that have ever been proposed, of prepara­ 
tion, limitation and renunciation. 
The progress that the world 
has made in this direction in the last ten years surpasses all the 
progress ever before made. 
“We have heard an impressive amount of discussion concern­ 
ing our duty in Europe. Our own people have supplied consider­ 
able quantities of it. 
Europe itself has expressed very definite 
ideas on this subject. We do have such duties. We have acknowl­ 
edged them and tried to meet them. They are not all on one side, 
however. They are mutual. We have sometimes been reproached 
for lecturing Europe, but probably ours are not the only people 
who sometimes engage in gratuitous criticism and advice. 
“We have also been charged with pursuing a policy of isola­ 
tion. We are not the only people, either, who desire to give their 
attention to their own affairs. 
It is quite evident that both of 
these claims cannot be true. I think no informed person al home 
or abroad would blame us for not intervening in affairs which are 
peculiarly the concern of others to adjust, or when we are asked 
f i r help for stating clearly the terms on which we are willing to 
respond. 
“It is always plain that Europe and the United States are 
lacking in mutual understanding. We are prone to think they can 
do as we can do. We are not interested in their age-old animosi­ 
ties, we have not suffered from centuries of violent hostilities. 
We do not see how difficult it is for them to displace distrust in 
each other with faitli in each other. On the other hand, they ap­ 
pear to think that we are going to do exactly what they would do 
if they had our chance. If they would give a little more attention 
to our history and judge us a little more closely by our own record, 
and especially find out in what directions we believe our real in­ 
terest to lie, much which they now appear to find obscure would 
be quite apparent.”

soil in Alaska is rich and will permit the raising of crop** from May 
to September. 
During summer the sun is on duty 24 hours and 
vegetation grows with a rush. 
The territory of Alaska needs an increased number of prac­ 
tical farmers more than anything else, according to O. F. Ohlson, 
leral manager of the Alaska railroad, who passed through St. 
ii last week while enroute from Anchorage, Alaska, to Wash- 
ton, D. C., for a conference at the Department of the Interior. 
“To stimulate settlement,” said Mr. Ohlson, “it probably will 
necessary to set up some effective plan for financial assistance 
newcomers.”

CO O LID G E^ ARMISTICE DAY SPEECH 


P r e s i d e n t C o o l i d g e ^ Armistice Day speech delivered at 
Washington carries much food for thought. He replies to critics 
of the United States and defends the course America has taken 
and is taking. 
He said in part: “We meet to give thanks for ten more years 
of peace. 
We are able to participate in this celebration because 
our country had the resources, the character and the spirit to 
raise, equip and support with adequate supplies an Army and a 
Navy, which, by placing more than 2,000,000 men on the battle­ 
fields of Europe, contributed to the making of the Armistice on 
the eleventh day of November, 1918. 
we study the record of our Army in France, we become 
more and more impressed by three outstanding features. 
The 
unity of the American forces and the integrity of the American 
command were always preserved. 
In the final treaty of peace, not only was the map of Europe 
remade, but the enormous colonial possessions of Germany were 
divided up among certain allied nations. 
Such private property 
of her nationals as they held was applied to the claim for repara­ 
tions. We neither sought nor took any of the former German pos­ 
sessions. 
We have provided by law for returning the private 
property of her nationals. 
“Yet our own outlay has been and was to continue to be a 
perfectly enormous sum. 
It is sometimes represented that this 
country made a profit out of the war. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Up to the present time our own net war costs, af­ 
ter allowing for our foreign debt expectations, are about $36,500,- 
000,000. 
To retire the balance of our public debt will require 
about $7,000,000,000 in interest. 
Our Veterans’ Bureau and al­ 
lied expenses are already running at over $500,000,000 a year in 
meeting the solemn duty to the disabled and dependent. 
With 
what has been paid out and what is already apparent it is probable 
that our final cost will run well toward $100,000,000,000 or half 
the entire wealth of the country when we entered the conflict. 
“Whatever may be thought or said of us, we know and every 
informed person should know that we reaped no selfish benefi 
from the war. No citizen of the United States needs to make any 
apology to anybody anywhere for not having done our duty in de 
fense of the cause of world liberty. 
“The eternal questions before the nations are how to prevent 
war and how to defend themselves if it comes. There are those 
who see no answer, except military preparation. But this remedy 
has never proved sufficient. We do not know of any nation which 
has ever been able to provide arms enough so as always to be at 
peace. Fifteen years ago the most thoroughly equipped people of 
Europe were Germany and France. We saw what happened. 
“We do not need a large land force. The present size of our 
Regular Army is entirely adequate, but it should continue to be 
supplemented by a National Guard and reserves, and especially 
with the equipment and organization in our industries for fur­ 
nishing supplies. 
“When we turn to the sea the situation is different. We have 
not only a long coast line, distant outlying possessions, a foreign 
commerce unsurpassed in importance, and foreign investments 
unsurpassed in amount, the number of our people and value of our 
treasure to be protected, but we are also bound by international 
treaty to defend the Panama canal. Having few fueling stations, 
we require ships of large tonnage, and having scarcely any mer­ 
chant vessels capable of mounting five or six-inch guns, it is ob­ 
vious that, based on needs, we are entitled to a larger number of 
warships than a nation having these advantages. 
“For the cause of peace the United States is adopting the 
only practical principles that have ever been proposed, of prepara­ 
tion, limitation and renunciation. 
The progress that the world 
has made in this direction in the last ten years surpasses all the 
progress ever before made. 
“We have heard an impressive amount of discussion concern­ 
ing our duty in Europe. Our own people have supplied consider­ 
able quantities of it. 
Europe itself has expressed very definite 
ideas on this subject. We do have such duties. We have acknowl­ 
edged them and tried to meet them. They are not all on one side, 
however. They are mutual. We have sometimes been reproached 
for lecturing Europe, but probably ours are not the only people 
who sometimes engage in gratuitous criticism and advice. 
“We have also been charged with pursuing a policy of isola­ 
tion. We are not the only people, either, who desire to give their 
attention to their own affairs. 
It is quite evident that both of 
these claims cannot be true. I think no informed person at home 
or abroad would blame us for not intervening in affairs which are 
peculiarly the concern of others to adjust, or when we arc asked 
JVr help for stating clearly the terms on which we are willing to 
respond. 
“It is always plain that Europe and the United States are 
lacking in mutual understanding. We are prone to think they can 
do as we can do. We are not interested in their age-old animosi­ 
ties, we have not suffered from centuries of violent hostilities. 
We do not see how difficult it is for them to displace distrust in 
each other with faith in each other. On the other hand, they ap­ 
pear to think that we are going to do exactly what they would do 
if they had our chance. If they would give a little more attention 
to our history and judge us a little more closely by our own record, 
and especially find out in what directions we believe our real in­ 
terest to lie, much which they now appear to find obscure would 
be quite apparent.”

Roughly, Ice is about 
IO per coit less heavy than the 
same volume of water. Evident­ 
ly the spaces between the w a­ 
ter particles, or molecules, have 
become greater.

heat water, bow- 
ever, enough to convert it into 
the condition where we recog­ 
nize It us steam, there is evi­ 
dently a tremendous separation 
of particles. 
Steam is 
water 
greatly expanded. Approximate­ 
ly, though not quite, a cubic 
Inch of water, converted Into 
steam, occupies a 
cubic 
foot. 
Condense this steam in any way 
and the individual particles of 
the water, its molecules, come 
back Info Intimate relation with 
each other, though still with in 
tervening spaces, and we have 
the familiar liquid, which, be

the normal condition of wafer J 
for us.—Detroit News.

How Absence of Sun’s 
Rays Affects Clouds 
Small scattered clouds have a ten 
dency to disappear rapidly ufter sun 
set, the Literary Digest remarks. The 
presence 
of 
moonlight 
makes 
this 
process conspicuous; hence the popu­ 
lar notion that the moon itself causes 
the clouds to vanish. 
This idea is ex­ 
pressed in the saying “Tile moon eats 
Die clouds.” 
What really happens is 
thus explained by Charles Fitzhugh 
Talman, in his Science Service fen 
ture “Why the W eather” (Washing 
to n ) : 
“When 
the sun’s 
rays are 
with­ 
drawn, Die clouds radiate more heat 
than they absorb, grow rapidly cold 
cr, and cool the air adjacent to them. 
which thus becomes denser than the 
surrounding clour atmosphere. 
The 
chilled sir sinks until it is again in 
equilibrium with the air about it. In 
sinking, it is heated by compression, 
and when It finally reaches the level 
of equilibrium it is warmer than it 
was before the d u ad s cooled it and 
started It downward. 
Thus it 
has 
been warmed by cooling! 
One result 
is to evaporate the clouds, and an 
other is to make the air drier (in 
term s of relative humidity) than ii 
was at the beginning.”

In a year’s time, O. D. Glenn, a 
Crawford (Colo.) dairyman, has in­ 
creased his monthly return above feed 
cost by $4.90 for each of the l l cows 
in his herd,

Cow Testing association on .Tune I, 
1927, and accurate records have been 
kept on his herd since then. 
When 
be started Hie cow-testing work, he 
was getting an average of 241 pounds 
of butterfat per month for each cow. 
For every dollar that lie invested in 
feed he received $4.87 for the butter-’ 
fat sold arid had the skim milk left 
for Ii is hogg ad calves. 
Rut there! 
were some “leaks” because a year 
later his returns were much higher. 
For May, 1928, the records of the 
cow-tester showed the average product 
tion of butterfat per cow to be 400.4i 
pounds for his 13 cows. 
For this lie* 
received $103 above feed cost, a re­ 
turn of $12..50 per cow. 
It was an In­ 
crease of $4.90 per cow per month in, 
a year’s time. 
For every dollar that. 
he put into feed, Mr. Glenn received 
$7.34 for the butterfat sold. 
In oth­ 
er words Ids feed cost him 44 cents 
for every HK' pounds of milk a year 
ago and 29 cents tier IOO pounds of 
milk on June I, 1928. 
These figures 
merely show file return above feed 
cost and do not include labor or in­ 
terest on tile investment. 
The 
increased 
returns 
from 
Mr. 
Glenn’s herd may be attributed to the 
elimination 
of the “boarder” 
cows, 
which the records oi tile cow-tester 
exposed, and the maximum use of 
home-grown feeds in a balanced ra­ 
tion. 
He ran his cows on pasture in| 
June. July 
August, September m d 1 
October. 
In 
November 
lie 
started 
them on 
lock beets, alfalfa hay and; 
a halnncel ration of grain which the! 
cow-tester recommended to him. 
II costs Mr.’ Glenn 34 cents per 
month for each cow to have the cow 
tester’s service in making a complete 
cost-of--production record on each cow. 
The lest- 
weighs tile milk from each 
cow one day a month ami tests it. Be­ 
sides that, In' gives tho dairyman hints 
on Ilu* feeding and care of his herd. 
Ile also aids members of the eow-test-j 
ing association to secure pure-bred' 
bulls, exchange bulls and >uy better 
cows.

WONDERFUL CABBAGE RAISED IN YUKON VALLEY 


T h a t market gardeners and farmers operating near mining’ 
camps in interior Alaska iii the Yukon valley can raise wonderful 
crops of Vegetables is attested by the story of Mrs. VV. H. Fawcett 
who visited Anchorage and Fairbanks, Alaska, while Captain 
Fawcett was shooting Kodiak bears and mountain sheep. 
The cabbage in the photograph sent tipped the scales at three 
and a half pounds, was of firm texture and fully matured. 
The 
soil in Alaska is rich and will permit the raising of crops from May 
to September. 
During summer the sun is on duty 24 hours and 
vegetation grows with a rush. 
The territory of Alaska needs an increased number of prac­ 
tical farmers more than anything else, according to O. F. Ohlson, 
general manager of the Alaska railroad, who passed through St. 
Paul last week while enroute from Anchorage, Alaska, to Wash­ 
ington, D. C., for a conference at the Department of the Interior. 
“To stimulate settlement,” said Mr. Ohlson, “it probably will 
h; necessary to set up some effective plan for financial assistance 
for newcomers.”

Young calves protected from Hie sun 
and storm make better gains 
than 
those allowed to run in the open.

where tile calves can seek protection, 
when they wish to do so, animals a 
few months old should he kept in 
clean, well-ventilated pens iii tile barn. 
The effect of sunlight on growth of 
calves have been studied by some of 
our experiment stations.

cess to direct sunlight there was lit 
tie difference in the physical appear­ 
ance of the two lots.

Calves art? more likely to re­ 
ceive regular ration-- when kept in the 
burn than if allowed to run on pas 
ture. 
Their thin coating of hair and 
tender skin make them easy prey for 
flies.

hot sun with the hide quite irritated 
by tile sun’s rays.

Tile first few months are important 
in the life of the dairy calf. 
During 
this time the inherited stimulus for 
growth is the most active. 
If this

without supplying tho proper feed and 
care, the rate of development will he 
retarded. 
In extreme eases it may he 
permanently 
lessened.
